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Growing up in Ukraine, 
when 9-year-old Nadia Kar- 
natova heard that someone 
would give her a Christmas 
gift, she assumed it would be 
an apple or an orange — the 
fruit given to a poor child at 
church for the holiday. 

Instead, she discovered 
something more precious. 

It was a gift that might have 
excited another child for a 
few minutes but one that 
changed Karnatova’s life. 

It was a Barbie doll, a toy 
she had dreamed of owning. 

Now, at 32, Karnatova 
shares gifts like that with chil- 
dren she’s never met all over 
the world, and she teaches her 
own children to do the same. 

The gifts are packed and sent 
through Operation Christmas 
Child, a project of Samaritan’s 
Purse, an international Chris- 
tian organization.
